I apeak oorreotly french, 
Italian, german, Hungarian, epanleh and ' uer.tly englloh* 1 write and understand 
nearly in all slave languages . B# tween . and 1943 X served, as diplomats ay 
country,in ainor poet(ay last poet was Vienna, where I served as Xet.oocsul) 

I pdbllehed 6 books in different language • » all about history and polities* 

I know all european countries and Morth \frioa and Turkey*! founded in Huaga* 
ry t«o new a papers ( one eoientlphlet The Europe Danublan and the Oreaag, whisk 
wee Hungary's greatest cone- rvatlve paper* After the war I worked in Innebrttgl 
for a year with the French J toret Service, helping then to organise the count! 
intelligence* I founded two hungarlan Heeelstence Coaaittees (the Front Fatrle* 
tique d ongroie and the Hungarian national Coumell(l946 and 1947). I worked wil 
the USA too in Rone and in Madrid (in 1947), mostly to organise a proaneriean # 
refugee-front in Burope,-and X cooperated also with the CIO la tone, by helping 
with informations about Soviet Rueela and the ooeeuniit underground * I vent in 
Deceaber 1947 to the USA, where la waa ha supposed be mngnwnnd presented by 
Colonel Albert L.Hoffaan, USA allltary etteohd In Madrid, to the Departnea of 
Defense.

of State for reentry* But, -it's the east t even without that, I shall be glad 
at any tlav, In any oountry, -even with this so sad memory froa Ellis Island, 
to fight, as I did in 1947,* for the USA,
